The following is an update fromthe DEA regarding the necessity for
sone physicians to have nore than one DEA nunber.

If a physician operates nultiple dispensing clinics, that physician
nmust obtain multiple DEA nunbers, and each clinic nmust order the
control | ed substances under the DEA registration for that |ocation
Concurrently, all records of controlled substances ordered,
adm ni stered or di spensed under that DEA nunber nust be stored at that
| ocati on.

If a practitioner nerely wites prescriptions at a second office, and
no control |l ed substances (including sanples) are stored, adm nistered
or di spensed, he/she would not be required to obtain a second
registration for the second office.

Federal regulations (21 CFR 1301.12(a)) state "A separate registration
is required for each principal place of business or professiona
practice at one general physical |ocation where controlled substances
are manufactured, distributed, inported, exported, or dispensed by a
person."

There nust be a licensed physician registered with DEA at any | ocation
where control |l ed substances are stored, adnministered or dispensed. |If
a "group" of physicians have multiple offices, one physician, who is
registered with DEA at that |ocation, may assune the responsibility for
all controlled substances adni ni stered, dispensed and stored on the
prem ses. O herw se, each physician would have to maintain separate
stocks of nedication, separate records and inventories at each office.

Al'l controlled substances records nust be filed in a readily
retrievabl e manner, separate fromall other business docunents. The
records must be mmintained for two years under Federal |aw (three years
under Arizona law), and nmade avail able for inspection by DEA. A
physi ci an who orders controll ed substances for adm nistering or

di spensing in the office is accountable for each substance received--to
the sane regard as a pharmacy or a distributor would be. Therefore,
accountability records must be mmintained for each controlled substance
purchased or received, adm nistered or dispensed at that |ocation.

Regul ati ons regarding required records are found in Title 21 of the
Code of Federal Regulations (CFR), Part 1300 to end.
